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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: a safety insert that generates vibrating warning signals on a run-flat condition 
according to the embodiment of either Figure 2 (variation of transverse position of the bearing 
surface of the insert) or Figure 3 (variation of inclination of straight ribs forming the bearing surface 
of the insert) or Figure 4 (bearing surface formed of axially adjacent zones A and B, only one zone 
generates the signals) or Figure 5 (variation of bearing surface height generating vertical 
signals) (specification p. 10 line 14 - p. 12 line 4). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currendy, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequendy added.
